Election Rules 


For Texans To 


Change In 1952 


Texam will operate under a new 
set of rules for elections in 1952 
as the result of an act pns.srd bv 
the 52nd legislature taking effect 
on January 1. 
The new election code which 
stirred a controversy tin the legis­ 
lature and brought cries from oo- 
ponents th at would “destroy the 
Democratic party in Texas,” ap 
pea red almost certain to face a 
court test. 
However, Oov. Allan Shivers on 
signing the m easure expressed th f 
opinion th a t "the good outweighs 
the bad” in the recodification and 
said he hoped it would result in 
"cleaner, fairer elections in Tex­ 
as.”
